WABHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Represent-
ativa Heflin, of Alabama, arising in his
seat at a oritienl moment of the debale
an the Philippine bill, today denotinced
Ropresentative Mann, of Illinols, o8 &
Har, 'The word hae not been heard In
the House for years, and, strange 1o s#ay,
no one stiFred from hie geat axcept Rope
resentative Garrett, of Tennessee, who
snw what wWas coming and nttempted to
wtop Hoeflin,
